Chtiſt would have his Work 
to be a perfect and full work; his Covenant a ſure Covenant, 
Iſai. 5 5-3. Therefore he undertakes, not onely to bring men and wo- 
men into covenant, but to keep them there, Jer. 3 2. 40. I will not turn 
from them, they ſhall not depart ſi om me, ſaich the Lord ; But if Chriſt 
had left the power of ſtanding to man, he might have been as likely 
to fall away as Adam; nay, and more likely; for there is a body 
of ſin left Rill in the Saints, matter for the devil to work upon ; but 
Adam was without ſin; therefore there is no po ſſibility for that man 
to ſtand, that ſtands upon his own ſtiengeh.

But God hath ſo / tempered the body together, that 
they ſhould all ſeck the good of each other in love: that there ſhould
